Two Postage Stamps 
To Be Released 
Jan. 19,1966 

The Hon. Rene’ Tremblay, Post- 
mastei- General, designate Janu¬ 
ary 19, 1966, as being the release 
date for two new stam'ps featur- 
itig the floral emblems and armor¬ 
ial bearings of the Provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

These large size 5c stamps will 
be the ninth and tenth in the floral 
emblem series which began in 
May, 1964, 

The prairie lily was chosen as 
Saskatchewan’s floral emblem in 
1941. This stamp is printed in 
brown, green and orange. Alberta 
adopted the wild rose as its offi¬ 
cial emblem in 1930. Tones of red 
and green were used to print this 
stamp. 

The stamps were designed and 
printed by the Canadian Baijk 
Note Company of Ottawa," frihh 
data provided by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. The offset 
method was used to print the flor¬ 
al emblems. The provincial coat 
of arms and the backgrounds 
were printed by the intaglio pro¬ 
cess. 

There will be 15 million Alberta 
stamps issued and 14>^ million Sas¬ 
katchewan stamps issued. 

Cough Carries 
You OH 

Dr. Norman C. Delarue, a Ta- 
ronto chest surgeon, was the most 
outspoken advocate of a vigorous 
public campaign against cigarette 
smoking at the recent annual 
meeting of the Canadian Medical 
Association in Toronto. 

The adult who continues smok¬ 
ing cigarettes in the face of medi¬ 
cal evidence of its causative as¬ 
sociation with lung cancer and in 
the knowledge that he is thus in¬ 
fluencing young people to do like¬ 
wise is “intellectually deficient 
and morally derelict” he told his 
CMA colleagues. 

Dr. Delarue’s concern and very 
strong language are understood 
when he explains that he sees 
some 200 cases of lung cancer ev¬ 
ery year in his practice and he 
now believes the disease is reach¬ 
ing epidemic proportions in Canada 

He noted that he has seen cigar¬ 
ette smokers quit cold without ap¬ 
parent discomfort when convinced 
that the habit is hazardous to 


health — that'is, when the smoker 
is a victim of lung cancer or when 
he is a relative or close friend 
of someone who develops the 
disease. 

However, Dr. Delarue discussed 
at length the general reluctance of 
the smoking public to accept the 
medical evidence and give up 
cigarettes. 

Adults who have ignored the ac¬ 
cumulating medical evidence of 
the last decade may not react 
much differently to a government- 
sponsored campaign of education 
on the subject. 

The doctors seem to think that 
the chief target of any campaign 
should be youth, on the ground 
that “it is easier and more profit¬ 
able to discourage the habit be¬ 
fore its inception than it is to 
break the habit once it has be¬ 
come established.” 

The federal minister of health, 
Judy LaMarsh, stole some of the 
CMA’s thunder by suggesting just 
before the doctors met that a na¬ 
tional conference of interested 
parties should discuss the cigar- 
ettes-lung cancer problem. 

The doctors gave their tacit 
blessing to this idea but maintain¬ 
ed their appeal for a vigorous cam¬ 
paign of education to be waged 
by governments at the federal, 
provincial and municipal levels. 

Regardless of the outcome or 
Miss LaMarsh’s national confer¬ 
ence, tile doctors at least have 
served notice that they will at¬ 
tempt to combat the use of the 
cigarette if only on a person-to- 
person level. 

Two car garage 
beffer even for 
one car owner 

Garages are rarely too big. 

But quite a few home owners 
have garages thta are too small. 

H your present garage seems too 
small, you can pick up extra space 
with some thoughtfid arranging. 

Since a garage generally does 
more than house a car, consider 
more than jusit the length and 
width of the average auto when 
you plan your garaige. 

A garage 10 feet wide will take 
care of a single car, but one that is 
14 Riet wide is better — you can 
open all car doors, have room for 
storage and even a work bench. 

A length of 20 feet is generally 
sufficient, but 22 feet will take 
care of the longer car you may 
som'e day own. And don’t forget 
the ceiling. 

One eight high or higher will 
permit overhead storage. A gable 
roof with a steep pitch will give 
you an overhead room. A folding 
stairway will provide access. 

Best of all — if you have the 
room and can afford it — plan a 
two-car garage even if you have 
only#«ne auto now. A building 20 
by 22 feet will give you all the 
space you need. 

One place where there is dead 
space that should be used for stor¬ 
age is the back wall. There’s 
plenty of room there for storage. 

Use cupboards rather than open 
shelves so that items won’t fall 
out on the car. These can be sus¬ 
pended from the joists. 

All too often garden tools stand 
in a corner, too often a hazard as 
well as a nuisance. Use peglboard 
and hooks to hang them. A strip 
of lunrber nailed to the studs can 
kee ptools in place. 

Shaving was originally a protect¬ 
ive measure since long beards 
were easy for opponents in com¬ 
bat to seize.

Truck Registration 
For Winter Work 

The Hon. Gordon E. Taylor, Al¬ 
berta Minister of Highways, an¬ 
nounced today that truck registra¬ 
tion for Winter Work would com¬ 
mence shortly and that the neces¬ 
sary forms would be availalbile on 
or after that date in the Highways 
Building, Edmonton, and in the of¬ 
fices of the District Engineers at 
Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, Calgary, 
Red Deer, Edson, St. Paul, Peace 
River and Grande Prairie. 

Truckers interested in partici¬ 
pating in this program must reg¬ 
ister early as registration wUl 
cease as of December 31, 1966. 

The program this winter will be 
primarily in the more remote 
areas of the province, with a re¬ 
duction in the amount of stock¬ 
piling in the central or developed 
zones. 

As in previous years, registra¬ 
tion forms must be completed in 
every detail, in duplicate, and twUv 
copies must be turned in at the 
point of registration, or returned 
to the Department of Highways at 
Edmonton. 

Truckers in the Edmonton area 
are asked to return these forms 
direct to the Highways Building 
Registration Office. 

Once the returned forms have 
been checked, entered and num¬ 
bered in Edmonton, one copy will 
be returned to the trucker and 
this copy must be retained by him 
and presented to the Engineer on 
the job when the trucker answers 
the call for work. 

The registration forms must be 
completed by the truckers before a 
Commissioner of Oaths, and in ord¬ 
er to expedite the completion of 
registration. Commissioners of 
Oaths are available at the points 
of registration. It is again empha¬ 
sized that the registration forms 
are to be completed in every de¬ 
tail. 

The gross earnings amount will 
be set at $1200.00 per owner called 
to work. However, this figure may 
be adjusted, depending on the num¬ 
ber registering and the amount 
of work available throughout the 
winter.
